Rose-Hulman Institute of Technology has 
earned a reputation as one of the nation’s lead- 
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ing independent colleges because of its educa- 
tional philosophy that focuses on small classes, 
dedicated faculty, and an innovative curriculum 
which are all supported by modern educational 
facilities. 

Earlier this year, Rose-Hulman was honored 
as one of the winners in the American Council on 
Education's Theodore Hesburgh Award competi- 
tion. The program honors exceptional faculty 
development programs designed to enhance 
undergraduate teaching and learning. Special 
recognition was given to Rose-Hulman's creation 
of the first-year curriculum in science, engineer- 
ing and mathematics.

The college's 1996 fresh- 
man class had an impres- 
sive 1350 combined SAT average, with 47 per- 
cent of the students achieving 700 or better on 
the math portion of the standardized test. 
Annual enrollment includes approximately 1,400 
undergraduate and 125 graduate students. 

Undergraduate degrees are awarded in 
applied optics, chemical engineering, chemistry, 
civil engineering, computer engineering, computer 
science, electrical engineering, economics, math- 
ematics, mechanical engineering and physics. 
Master's degrees can be earned in biomedical, 
chemical, civil, electrical, enviromental and 
mechanical engineering, as well as in applied 
optics and engineering management. 

For the past quarter century, Rose-Hulman 
has maintained a nearly 100 percent placement 
rate of its graduates. The average starting 
salary for 1996 Rose-Hulman graduates was 
$36,500, with 90 percent considered placed 
within 60 days after graduation.

Since the founding of Saint Mary-of-the-Woods 
College in 1840 by the Sisters of Providence, stu- 
dents have been inspired to reach beyond the lim- 
itations of traditional female roles through dynam- 
ic programs that challenge their abilities and meet 
their changing needs. With a strong curriculum of 
the liberal arts that emphasizes intellectual, phys- 
ical and spiritual development, Saint Mary-of-the- 
Woods College, which stands in the midst of 200 
acres of wooded grounds, prepares students for 
life. Equally important is the fulfillment of our mis- 
Sion to prepare students for living and the multi- 
plicity of roles they will assume in the next millen- 
nium. 

As the first school chartered by the State of 
Indiana for the higher education of women, Saint 
Mary-of-the-Woods College continues in its com- 
mitment to provide a diverse community of ideas 
and attitudes. 

While embracing the enduring relationship with 
the Sisters of Providence that has sustained the 
College since 1840, Saint Mary-of-the-Woods 
College remains progressive and broad-minded. 

As career options for women have expanded, 
Saint Mary-of-the-Woods College has kept the 
pace by instituting programs beyond the tradi- 
tional liberal arts, including journalism, paralegal 
Studies, gerontology, computer information sys- 
tems and equine studies. 

And, in its commitment to serve all women, 
| the College established two distinctive programs 

— the acclaimed Women's External Degree 

Program and the Student Mothers Program. 

For women who, while balancing important 
family and job responsibilities, need flexible 
Schedules to earn a degree, The Woods devel- 
oped the Women's External Degree Program in 
1973. Through the college's distance learning for- 
mat, women are able to earn a baccalaureate 
degree at home. 

For student mothers with young children, the 
College established the Student Mothers Program 
in 1990. The program enables students to live on 
Campus with their children and enroll as tradition- 
al students.

Indiana State University à 

The transformation of Indiana State University 
continues with the addition of two new buildings 
and a signature piece entrance to campus. 

The completion of Oakley Place on the corner 
of Third and Cherry streets last spring gave ISU a 
striking southwest entrance to campus. The 18- 
foot-tall brick and limestone semicircle is 
designed to mirror the rotunda entrance of 
Hulman Memorial Student Union. Featured on the 
inside of the semi-circle is a history of ISU's 
name changes and dates engraved above a repli- 
ca of the university seal. The piece was funded 
through the generosity of the Oakley Foundation. 

Another recent 
addition to campus is 
the Center for 
Performing and Fine 
Arts, which will be 
dedicated October 8. 
It includes a 175-seat 
recital area, three 
major rehearsal 
rooms, teaching stu- 
dios for percussion, 
woodwinds, brass 
strings and voice, as 
well as some music 
department offices. 
The new University Art 
Gallery which occupies 
the rotunda of the 
building. A new 
Technology Center, fea- 
turing the latest in equipment and design, is 
under construction and is expected to open by 
the spring of 1998.

The time has come for a dream to become 
reality on the Rose-Hulman campus. This August 
the school will unveil the new Center for Athletics 
and Recreation. The building covers 156,000- 
square-feet, and will be the home for Rose- 
Hulman athletics and recreational sports and fit- 
ness. 
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rampuses have changed a lot structurally since 


Rose-Hulman gave everyone a sneak preview 
of its awe-inspiring building when it hosted the 
school's 1997 Commencement on May 31. The 
facility, which is located just west of Phil Brown 
Football Field, is scheduled to be completed and 
ready for use by students and faculty for the 
beginning of the 1997-98 academic year. 

The Center for Athletics and Recreation contains 
a competition arena, a natatorium, an exercise and 
fitness complex, men's and women's locker rooms, 
a sports medicine complex, an administrative com- 
plex, an Athletic Hall of Fame, two racquetball 
courts, and a multipurpose/wrestling room. 

Also included is a fieldhouse with four regula- 
tion basketball court-size playing areas, surround- 
led by a 200-meter 
indoor track. 

The competition 
arena will seat 2,000 
fans and will be home 
to the Engineers' bas- 
ketball and volleyball 
teams. The natatorium 
g will feature an eight- 
lane, 25-yard pool with 
an adjacent diving well, 
and will be the first on- 
campus home for the 
Engineers' swimming 
and diving teams. The

"We believe in the total education of a person 
at Rose-Hulman, and this new recreational and 
athletic facility will allow us to provide that total 
education in a manner in which we have never 
been able to accomplish before," said Rose- 
Hulman President Samuel Hulbert. 

The new facility will greatly enhance the 
school's intramural program, as well as providing 
many more personal fitness options. 

"The intramural program may benefit more 
as a result of the new building than any other 
program on campus," said Greg Ruark, Director 
of Intramurals and Soccer Coach.

In an effort to aid in the achievement of its 
mission, Saint Mary-of-the-Woods College com- 
mitted itself to support a college-funded athletic 
program. And in less than four years after 
Athletic Director and Basketball Coach Deanna 
Bradley initiated a drive to allow the College's 
student-athletes to receive financial assistance 
for their athletic talents, the school's basketball 
program has posted its first-ever winning program 
and the softball team has hosted and claimed a 
national championship. 

Following a year of intense recruiting, 13 stu- 
dent-athletes accepted scholarships to play bas- 
ketball at SMWC during the 1994-95 season.

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WILLARD E. Мсјонмѕтом, Ж. D., one of the oid-school physicians 
of Terre Haute, has now practically retired from the professión and is 
devoting his entire time to his large drug trade. He was born on a farm 
in Vanderburg county, Indiana, September 24, 1852, a son of Edwin and 
Ann (Hilliard) McJohnston. Edwin McJohnston was born in Van- 
derburg county, this state, and became a local Methodist minister, in 
Evansville, as well as a successful merchant and farmer. He was born 
September 3, 1823, and died November 27, 1894, his life’s span covering 
seventy-one years. 

Dr. Willard E. McJohnston was a boy of thirteen when his father 
moved to Evansville, and there he completed his literary education and 
worked in his father’s grocery and meat market. But after the business 
was sold the son worked at the carpenter’s trade for some six or seven 
years, and from that occupation entered upon the study of medicine 
under the preceptorship pf Dr. C. P. Bacon, with whom he studied for 
about two years. In 1874-5-6 he attended the Evansville Medical Col- 
lege, and from the spring of 1876 until the fall of 1878 practiced his 
profession at Youngstown, having practiced there two and a half years 
before his graduation, 1879. In the fall of 1882 Dr. McJohnston en- 
tered the Chicago College of Pharmacy, and after a one year's course 
there he secured the position of pharmacist in North, Illinois. Two years 
later he resigned that position to become a druggist in Evansville, where 
he was engaged in business from March, 1885, until September, 1893. 
It was at the close of that period that he came to Terre Haute and re- 
sumed his drug business. After one year he bought where his present 
store now is, at 1401 South Third street, but in August, 1896, sold his 
stock and leased the building, and during the following three years Dr. 
McJohnston engaged actively in the practice of medicine in Terre Haute. 
In June, 1899, the store and its contents were burned, but in the fall of 
1899 he rebuilt his store and again became a druggist. Не has now 
practically retired from the medical profession and gives his time ex- 
clusively to his large drug trade. He is a member of the Vigo County 
Medical Society, the Indiana State Medical Society and the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society. Dr. McJohnston married, October 7, 1880, Rena St. Clair, 
of Youngstown, Indiana.

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twelfth year he was sent by the Children's Aid Society of New York 
to Champaign county, Illinois, where he worked for wages on a farm 
during the following six years. He was then eighteen, and having de- 
veloped a fitness and fondness for veterinary surgery he turned his 
attention to that line of work in Champaign county, and abont nine 
years afterward he became a student in the Chicago Veterinary College 
and graduated in March, 1889. From that time until 1897, Dr. Ramsey 
practiced his profession in Tuscola, Illinois, and from there came to 
Terre Haute and entered upon a career which has been extremely satis- 
factory and has placed him in the lead in his special line of work. After 
seven years of practice his hospital was enlarged and better equipped, 
and in 1904 his present hospital building, the largest and best equipped 
in Indiana, was built and furnished with all modern improvements.

This land was eventually cecured 
by the school as the “garden” was 
not considered an appropriate reigh- 
or. 

There were many forest trees in 
tae grounds: oak, service berry, 
chestnut, maple, persimmon, etc. A 
double row of catalpas was dubbed 
tre Catalpa ambulatoir. There were, 
too, great beds of jonquils, narcis- 
sus, iris and many flowering shrubs. 

Laurence J. Hay, О. D., a returned 
missionary, who with hls family 
had undergone the horrors of Luck- 
now, was chosen the first president; 
he came from Indianapoils with his 
wife. one unmarried daughter, a 
widowed daughter, Mrs. Busby, and 
a daughter of the latter. А son, 
Laurence, also spent sone time 
there.

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There were nany forest trees in the grounds; oak, service berry, 
chestnut, maple, persizmon, etc. A double row of catalpas was 
dubbed the Catalpa Ambulatoir. There were, too, great beds of 
jonquils, narcissus, iris and many flowering shrubs. 

Laurence J.Hay, D.D., a returned missionary, who with his 
fanily had undergone the horrors of Lucknow, was chosen the first 
president; he came from Indianapolis with his wife, one unmarried 
daughter, a widowed daughter, Mrs. Busby, and a daughter of the lat- 
ter. Л son, Laurence, also spent some time there. 

The school opened in 1285 with Professor Stanley \.Coultzler 
as one of the teachers. Lr. Theodore C.Steele was asked to con- 
duct an art class to which he agreed, but аз no pupils material- 
ized for this department, he never was really connected with hhe 
School.

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"The Old Seminary--A Memory of Terre Haute of Long Ago" 


To the Terre Haute boy or girl of forty or fifty years ago, 
there was no more familiar place than the old Terre Haute Seminary, 
erected in 1834 by act of the state legislature, which provided 
that in each county of the state there should be a seminary building 
for the education of the pioneer Hoosier children. The Terre Haute 
Seminary stood for thirty years on the site now occupied by the 
Indiana State Normal School and during this period hundreds of 


children who have since become prominent men and women were educated,

During the year 1857 the Terre Haute Female College, a 
Branch of the Western Femele University was founded. 

The corner Stone of this College was laid on the 4th day of 
July, 1857. Hon. В. W. Thompson of Terre Haute delivered an 
eloquent address on the occasion; since that time the buildings 
have been steadily and rapidly progressing, and it is hoped will 
be completed and open for pupils by the lst day of September 1858. 

The site is one of the most beautiful that could have been 
selected, and peculiarly adapted for the purpose. The College is 
Situated & little south of the centre of the City, on a lot con- 
taining eight and a half acres of land, about one third of which 
is a Grove of native Forest Trees. 

The buildings constituting the College proper аге Five in 
number, and will accommodate about Three Hundred Pupils. The 
bulldings are noble, architectural, structures, with all the mo- 
dern appliances for comfort and elegance. 

The Institution is to be furnished with a good LIBRARY, 
PHILOSOPHICAL APPARATUS, TELISCOPE, CHEMICAL LABORATORY, MINERAL 
CABINET, &c, 

Its founder is Rev. John Covert, who himself invests large- 
ly in it and who by the generous aid and co-operation of the 
citizens of Terre Haute and vicinity has, thus far, through all 
the financial embarassment of the times, been able to prosecute, 
successfully, this enterprise.

The central building of St. Anthony's, although now almost 
beyond recognition from its original form, was built originally 
to house the "Terre Haute Female College." 

This project was conceived by John Covert who aided in 
the construction of several colleges at other points and whose 
proposition was that if $25,000 could be raised he would build 
and conduct a school for young ladies. He interested Co. В. W. 
Thompson, Levi G. Warren, and Curtis Gilbert in the project, 
and these four were successful in enlisting tne financial aid 
of а number of Terre Haute's leading citizens in the project. 

Eight-and-a-half acres of land lying between Third and 
Seventh Streets and College and Farrington was purchased for 
the school building from James Farrington, and the corner stone 
of the building was laid on July 4, 1857. The contracts for 
the building were let to Cyrus Enapp, Elijah Beake, Jabez Smith 
and Timothy Smith, and work went ahead rapidly despite accidents 
and some bad fortune. 

On September 8, 1858 The Terre Haute Female College was 
opened withan enrollment of 150 and two days later another 
ten students were added to tne list. An advertisement announcing 
the opening declared the school to have "all modern improvements, 
steam heat, gas lights; and a gymnasium." 

On September 24, 1858 the building was dedicated with an 
official board of trustees that included several of the most 
prominent men of Terre Haute. These men were: Rev. E. 0. Taylor, 
Reve J. P. Gordon, S. П.

“There are, however, a few sources of revenue, 
notably the allowances granted by the city and 
county, The former contributing $300.00 per 
month and the latter $100.00 per month.” 


Again and again the need for expansion and re- 
modeling was fell and at various times. extensions 
and additions were constructed. The central part 
and main entrance (until 1952) was erected in 1901, 
the north wing in 1908, the corresponding south wing 
in 1922, an addition to the laundry in 1910 and the 
chapel in 1913. By 1921 the hospital had 175 beds. 
The original staff of two Sisters had grown to 28 
Sisters assisted by 22 student nurses from the training 
sehool which had been established in 1918. The an- 
nual admissions had reached the 2500 mark. From 
small and modest beginnings, the hospital had ex- 
panded and its activities had been broadened until 
they embraced all those functions expected of a Class 
A hospital. 


Our Chapel, serene and simple in architecture and 
adornment, invites to worship and quiet meditation. 
l was built and consecrated in 1914. As а Marian 
project in 1954, it was redecorated in soft sky blue 
and gold. From the sanctuary dome, painted in old- 
rose and gold, adoring angels look down upon the 
altar.

TERRE HAUTE РЕМАЋЕ COLLEGE

The Terre "aute Female College was founded in 1857 by ita 
president, the Rev. John Covert, and was opened in September of 1858. 
It was sometimes called called the Covert College for Young Ladies 
or The “estern Feasle University, but the first annual catalogue, 
published in June of 1859, employs the name first given. 

The Rev. Covert, who came here from the Ohio Female College 
planned, as he sets forth ір a "Prospectus" given in the second cat- 
alogne, to establish three distinct schools in three different states, 
all to be united into "one grand educational eatablishzent" under 
the name of The Western Female University. The system of instruc- 
tion was to be uniform, vith similar text-books so that students 
might transfer at will from one to another. He further states that 
two units have been established and that he hopes soon to start the 
third near the metropolis of a neighboring state. 

Several of the most prominent men of the town пеге persuaded 
to serve on his Board and Rev. Covert secured eight and a half acres 

of ground between Sixth and Third 5ts. lying between Farrington and 
College; almost half of it was covered with forest trees ond exten- 
sive planting of evergreens vith formal paths made an impressive 
lam oordering the Sixth St. entrance. 

The main building was а four story brick structure set 140 feet 

be ck from Sixth 5%. Two three story buildingd flanked the main 
one 2$ the rear; they were joined to it by porches snd were used 
as recitation rooms and chapel. Two smaller buildings were get at 
the extreme North and South lines- all facing Sixth St. An iron

The catalogue describes tham as models of elegance and 
beauty. Warming and lighting and the distribution of water were on 
"the most approved plans of steam and gas". 

There were one hundred and fifteen rooms including а chapel 
forty by fifty feet, drawing rooms, etc. One million and а half 
bricks were used in their construction. The rooms were arranged in 
suites for two or three occupants, consisting of parlor and sleeping 
room, elegantly furnished. 

Board including laundry, with ordinsry tuition, was $112.50 
per session of twenty weeks. Modern languages, music and art were - 
extra. French coming ‘than German being $20.00 per session. 

The daily routine was fixed precisely, from rising at five 
A.M. to retiring at 9:30 P.M. The rules were equally exact; among 
them is one reading: "Jewelry and costly dresses worn as mere orna- 
ments and for display, are here regarded as inconsistent with the dig- 
nity and success of the true scholar or the principles of christianity". 

The course covered seven years including primary and pre- 
рагафогу departments. The second year of the collegiate course was 
called the Templer year instead of Sophomore. The faculty numbered 
fourteen besides the president and a governess during the first year, 
others being added later. 

Alphonso Wood, Principal and professor of ancient language 
and botany was preparing his text-book on kmxkzm botany. He would 
take his classes botanizing and if a student found an unusual plant 
he would hurry to see it as it grew, having given strict orders that 
it must not be disturbed. Professor Reuben Smith Bosworth was later 
a teacher in the Indiana State Normal School. The attendance the 


first year included 232 pupils,

x Rev. Covert was said to be a superior financier, and must 
have been politic also for he ceased the interest of a large number 
of influential men, both of Terre Havte and other pl*ces by electing 
them trustees. There were thirty-six members the first year and 
forty-six the second yer. 


He was a man of culture and gathered about him a fine 


croup of educators and the school maintained a high standard during

the eight years of its existence. In 1864 Rev. Covert sold the е 
college to the Episcopal Diocese of Indiana and it was managed for 
four years, by Xr. Herbert, who had been conducting а school in 
Indianapolis. 

The name was chanced to St.Agnes Hall and many of Mr. 
Covert's pupils continued to attend but its success did not con- 
tinue and it was closed in 1868. The property passed io Fr. Samuel 
Early, who was the chief creditor. Afterwards he sold it to Vr. 


Herman Hulman, who gave it to the Sisters of Providence for a 


hospital- St.Anthony's.

same were herein a part hereof as if the same were inserted at 
length and of such other prepositions as were made by him subse- 
quently to that date, in reference to other subscriptions of stock 
for said College or for the benefit of any other person or persons 
who may become the holders by agreement, transfer or descent of any 
certificate of stock issued to any of said stockholders, and to 
secure to all said stockholders the repayment to them of the amounts 
of money respectively by them subscribed and paid according to the 
conditions of said original subscription, to-wit: That each of 
said stockholders and their heirs and assigns shall be entitled to 
a deduction of twenty five percent in all current tuition bills of 
whatsoever kind until the amount of said deductions shall have 
equalled the amount of the subscription and paid by him or her. 

And it is expressly agreed and understood that when the said sums 
thus subscribed and paid for the purpose of erecting and founding 
said Female College shall have been repaid all said stockholders 

by said Covert, this mortgage shall be void. Otherwise it remain 
in full force and it is further understood that whenever the afore- 
ва19 Trustees shall become satisfied that the money so subscribed 
and paid hes been repaid by said Covert, they shall satisfy this 
mortgage. The mortgage is dated October 8, 1858 and is recorded in 
Mortgage Record С, page 82. 


The mortgage was satisfied by John C. Warren Clerk on the 
margin thereof on September 16, 1889. Ву order of the Vigo Circuit 
Court in & suit to quiet title brought by Herman Hulman.

Goldman, taught French. А Miss Leddetter, also from tne South, was 
tne primary teacner and Cora Kidder, daugnter of Willara Kidder, just 
back from Wellesley, assisted in various ways. 

If the school was not under the Episcopal diocese tue proprie- 

tors were Episcopalians for Bishop Knickerbocker was present at tne 


opening of tne scnool. 


There was a large primary department, but tne intermediate de- 
partment was not large and tne scnool closea within five months of 
opening. Even tne teacner salaries were not paid. Mrs. Meininger 
probably carried on tne scnool in ner own nome until tne епа of the 
year.

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IHE Terre Haute Female College was the originat 
‘building of the group which is now St. Anthony's 
` Hospital. 

This school was founded by the Rev. John 
Covert. It was also called Covert College and 
Western Female College, but it started out with 
the above name, Mr. Covert purchased the land 
from James Farrington and construction was 
started during the year 1857. By September, 1858, 
the school was ready to open, and it was dedicated 
with appropriate ceremonies including a speech by 
the Hon. Richard W. Thompson, Miss Grace Davis 
has aliowed me to use her copy of the first cata- 
logue of the year ending June, 1850, which describes 
the school] and its curriculum and contains an old

The school was backed financially by a group 
of local people and Richard. W. Thompson was the 
president of the board of trustees. 

In 1864 Mr. Covert gave up his interest in “ре 
school and a new school, St. Agnes Hall, which was 
to be a literary and scientific college for young 
women, was opened here by the Protestant Episco- 
pal church with the same principal backers as the 
earlier school. This continued four years. After he 
closing of the school, the property passed to 
Samuel Early, the chief creditor, who sold the part 
now occupied by St. Anthony’s Hospital to Herman 
Hulman Sr. in 1883. Mr. Hulman planned to es- 
tablish a hospital in memory of his wife. He had 
the property repaired and put in good order, and 
this became the first St. Anthony’s Hospital. 

* Many changes have been made since then—1901 
—a new wing added, 1902—another wing added, 
1908—north wing built, 1910—addition to laundry, 
1913—chapel constructed and in 1920 another large 
addition was made until the old school building has 
almost completely lost its identity, I understana 
the central portion on the west side stil] contains 
the essential structure of the first building—an 
early beginning which has been completely sub- 
merged in the bigg;r thing it has grown to be. 
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During the year of 1857,th e Terre Eaute Female College,a branch of the 
Western Temale University was fovrded,The corner store of this college was 
laid on the fourth day of July in 1857.The Honorable R.4,Thompson,of ХИ 
Terre Haute delivered ar eloquent address on the occasion,and since that 
time the buildings have been steadily ard rapidly prosressing,und it is hoped 
will be completed an^ open for pupils ty the first day of September,1458, 

The site is oie o^ the most beautiful that could have been selected,and 
peculiarly adapted,for the purpose, 

The college is situated a little south of thr center of the city,on a lot 
containinz 8} acres of land,about 1/3 of which is a groveof native forest treesg 
The biuldings constituting the College proper are five in number,and will 

accomodate 300 pupîls. The banldings are noble aechitectural structures with all 
the modern appliances for comfort and elegance, 

The Institution is tp be furnished with a good Library,philosopical apparatus, 
telescope, chemical lab,mineral cabinet ard etc, 

Ine founder is Rev. John Covert,who himself irvests largely in it,and who 
by the generous aid ard co-op-ration of the citizens of Terre Haute and vicinity, 
has thus far, through all the financial embarassnent of the times been able to
